ROAD BONDS. 


Since our article of last sveck, we have

-We.do-not wishit-understood.that weare. 
unfavorable tothe building of a-moad down 
either of the forks of Feather river, for we 
are hot. We desire, above all things, to see 
Pltimas prosperous, and we know her“ pros: 
perity can only bé ‘effected’ through the 
means of good roids, atid we ‘know’ further 
that it is only q question of time when we. 
shall have, not only a, good wagon road, but 
also a railroad down que or the other, of 
them ; onr only objection is. to the manner 


in which some pcople blindly wish to in-' 


volve the gounty in a hopeless debt to assist 
in building this road, and also to show that 
we may reach negrly the same end ina much 
more reasonable manner, -) 

It is proposed to issue bonds (for-the! pay- 
ment of whith this county. is to be responsi- 
ble), in the gum of $100,000, to bear interest 
at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. Now 
the inferest ‘on this sum’ would be $10,000 
per annum; ora sum nearly equal to the 
average total expense of the county. 

An examination of the records for the 
three or four'years last past ;will show that 
this is not stating it too broadly. For the 
year ending March ist, 1864, the total 
amount of warrants issued ‘on the General 
Fund was (in round numbefs), $12,000; for 
the year ending March Ist, 1805, the amount 
was $11,000; and for the tliree quarters end- 
ing Dec., 1865, the amount was $8,000; or 
about $11,000 for the year; and this, too, 
when our county tax alone is $1 40 foreach 
$100. Now to pay every yéar an additional 
tax of $10,000, to say nothing of the extra 
amount which would have to be levied.as a 
Redemption Fund, for the bonds would, in 
addition to the absolute tax necessary for 
current expenses, briag our tax (for county 
and road purposes alone), up to, at Icast, 
$2 75 tor each $100; and then add to this 
the State tax of $1 15 for cach $100, and 
we should be saddled for tifty years with a 


-{ tax of, at least, $4 00 for each $100 worth 


of property owned in the county... OF itself, 
though, heavy as it would be, it could be 
borne if it would build the road; but it 
would hardly commenco ‘it,—for throw 
these bonds into, market, and they would 
not bring over fifty or sixty cents on the 
dollar; or hardly cnough to do more than 
survey the routes. We speak on this mat- 
ter without having, however, any other 
guide than rumor as to the coet of building, 
for we have heard it variously estimated 
from $200,000 to $500,000,—and never as 
low, even, as $100,000. 

Our county is now about out of debt, and 
she can, within a year, strike off from the 
tax roll the 80 ets. now levied for building 
purposes and about 10 cts from the fund for 
general county expenses; ora reduction of 
40 cts. on each $100 worth of taxable prop- 
erty ; but we do not believe the tax puyers 
are in favor of this, if it can be: shown to 
them that without any dnereage of the 
tax as it now stands they can secure a good 
outlet to the world within one year. This 
can be done by building, a road from this 
valley to connect with the La Porte road, 
near Onion Valley, and by completing the 
road duwn Spanish creek to connect us with 
Indian Valley. Estimates have been made 
of the cost, and we believe it can be com- 
pleted the ensuing Summer, at a cost not to 
exceed $20,000; and if the Building Fund 
shall be destroyed, or reduced to a mere 
nominal sum, the 30 cts, which we have 
heretofore paid for it alone will pay ten per 
cent interest on that sum, and, in ten years, 
will pay off the principal of the bonds them- 
selves,—and this, too, without any increase 
of the tax as it now stands; nay, rather, 
with a slight redtiction, for the Building 
Fund is almost out of debt, and it would 
thus only change this tax from a Building, 
toa Road Fund; and a. slight reduction 
would be tlie result from the decrease of the 
General Fund, which we bave paid, hereto- 
fore, to get out of debt.| : 

But much as we all desire it, it would be 
sheer madness to pile a debt of $100,000 on 
our own backs, with no possible show for an 
accomplishment of the grand purpose. © 

We may build the road fuyored by us in 
our Jast, and in this ‘article, and not feel it. 
It can, and will, be kept open (the . year 
round ; for it passes through a thickly. in- 
habited portion of the county, and it can be 
built within one year,—and thus open up an 
avenue into the yery heart of our county. 
It will give us open communication: with 
Indian Valley, and will equally benefit them 
by an outlet to the Sacramento Valley. 

Let.us take heed of the rock on which 
Placer, Yuba, Butte and other counties huve 
split. Let their fate prove’ an adnionition 
to us; and if we make haste slowly we shall 
be rich when they are poor,
